and Prussia. Contiguous nations bave, 
bowever, beea compelled to prepare for any 
new pliaée of the war that might endan- 
ger their interests or their independence. 
Belgiam, Holland, Denmark, Luxem- 
bourg—petty, independent States—have 
macaged to preserve their identity and 
escape actual war. But just as it ap- 
peared to superficial observers—telegram 
readers—that « general wer was not 
possible—jast as the Spanish King em- 
broglio wes settled by an Italian Prince, 
the Duke of Aosta, being elected by the 
Cortes to the throne of Spain,—and 
thus patting an end to the interregnom 
sod to sll hopee of an Iberian Repub- 
lic, —just then the wires flash the unwel- 
come intelligence that a war between 
England sod Russia is imminent, and 
if 00, all Europe and Asiatic Turkey 
with them, will participate in it. 
Rossia hes evidently been waiting 
for an opportunity to break the bonds 
that the Paris treaty of 1856 im- 


posed on her. The French Emperor | 


having become a prisoner in a German 
castle,—the French nation having been 
overwhelmed by Prussian soldiers, and 
thos England’s chief ally in the Crimean 
war having evough to do to resist the 
Germans, without going to the Black 
Sea to stand guerd over Turkey,—Rus- 
sia has boldly announced her intention 
to disregard that portion of the Treaty 
of Paris that prohibited her from keep- 
ing @ fleet in the Black Sea to threaten 
the existence of the fast decaying Otto- 
man Empire, The restrsint imposed on 
Russia may, ia:the interest of England, 
Aostria, Turkey, and other European 
States, be desirable. It at least was so 
iaterpreted'when England, France, and 
Italy waged war for over a year against 
the Cossack, at Sebastepol,—and from 
the tone of pablic feeling in England,— 
from the readiness of the people to go to 
war,—trom the willingness of Austria to 
join Italy and England to prevent Ras- 
sian fleets from floating in the Black Sea, 
—it is so still. The conquest of Tar- 
key by Rassia would give ber sixty 
millions an opportunity to divide Europe 
with Prassia, whilst England’s 
sions in india would be threatened by 
way of Persia and Egypt. We regard 
it as only a matter of time whea Russia 
will mer ao outlet by the Darda- 
nelles. At present, however, it is not 
. the interest of England, Austria, or Italy 
allow it, Ilence, they will form an 
alliance to resist it Whether the 
French will join the alliance is extreme- 
Hc epge sAs an ally of France, the 
expected English sympathy at 
the commencement of the war aith Pras- 
sia. But, English feeling prevailed on the 
side of Prussia in the early partof the war; now 
it tends iu favor of France. Hence, the 
French bave bat little apparently to thank 
the English for. Jf, however, Turkey 
shonld fall into the hands of Rassia the 
Mediterranean from Greece to Spain would 
at all times be exposed to a Russian flest, 
and with a Prussian army on the Bhine 
France would be exposed by sea as well 
as by land. Sach a condition may, in case 
of a ropture between England, Turkey, 
Avstrie and Italy agsinst Rassia, be an 
ent to France to form an elliance 
to prevent the violation of the trea'y of 
Paris.
